He Wasn’t There, But He 
Was Dubinsky’s Teacher 


BEHIND THE FACADE of the Cecil deMille- 
like extravaganza ¢alled the convention of the 
ILGWU which David Dubinsky modestly esti- 
mates cost $500,000, was a person who didn't 
take the limelight, a septuagenarian named 
— Abramovitch. His only official part was 
a lengthy oe to Dubinsky regretting in- 
ability to attend and address the delegates. 

e last time I saw Abramovitch was in 1943 
at a conference in the Commodore Hoiel arranged 
by an outfit he runs called 
The American Conference on 
International Affairs, “He then 
delivered the basic address of 
the conference to a hushed 
audience of as complete a 
collection of Soviet-haters in 
the labor movement as I ever 
saw listened. They regarded 
him as their crystal gazer. All 
that gentry was by a 
fear because the Soviet 
armies were defeating the 
Nazis and all their calcula- 
tions of capitalizing upon a Nazi victory over the 
USSR had been completely shattered. 

He was giving them hope of still] shifting the 
war to the kind they all craved, if only they 
could steer American labor policy to one of in- 
fluencing a line of hostility towards the USSR.

AS I WATCHED this little dehydrated, ashen- 
faced creature wave his bony hands and unfold 
the cold war line even then as the war was at 
a critical stage, I knew what 25 years of accumu- 
lated hatred of the Soviet Union and a land he 
once called his own, could produce in people. 
This man personified a whole colony of political 
dregs, former Russians, who for 30 years had 
been plotting with every known element in the 
cesspool of anti-Sovietism, to overthrow the so- . 
cialist regime. During the war period they gravi- 
tated towards our shores and called themselves 
“refugees.” 

It was Dubinsky, sugar-daddy (with ILGWU 
funds) to all anti-Soviet causes, who became host 
and provider for these “refugees.” As he said 
on the second day of his convention, naming 
several of these outstanding emigre plotters:

Such, for ex- 
ample, is one donation of $3,400 listed in the 
current report for Abramovitch’s American Labor 
Conference on International Affairs (ALCIA).
